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CAMPUS FACILITIES 


• LOCATION 

The Winkler Bible School is located in the town of Winkler, 
in Southern Manitoba. It is approximately 80 miles southwest of 
Winnipeg. Daily bus service between Winkler and Winnipeg is 
maintained. 

• THE ADMINISTRATION BUILDING 

We are gracious to the Lord for the new facilities which are 
to be in full use for the fall term of 1964. The new Administration 
Building is to contain four spacious classrooms, a library, chapel, 
offices and recreational facilities. 

• DORMITORIES 

• A new Ladies’ Dormitory has been constructed on the new 
school campus. It accommodates 36 ladies. 

• Another Ladies’ Dormitory accommodating 15 ladies is located 
on 10th Street. 

• The third Ladies’ Dormitory is on Pembina Avenue and 
accommodates 9 ladies. 

• The Men’s Dormitory is located on Pembina Avenue and has 
adequate facilities for 40 men. 
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SCHOOL ACTIVITIES AND LIFE 


• CHAPEL SERVICE 

The daily chapel period is a source of inspiration and edification. 
Guest speakers, teachers and senior students minister to the student 
body. It also affords an opportunity for the musical groups and 
ensembles. Students are required to attend all chapel services unless 
officially excused. 


• PRAYER MEETINGS 

Our School thrives on prayer. In view of the great importance 
to develop regular and systematic habits in devotions, the school 
offers its students: 

• daily private devotional periods 

• daily morning devotions at school 

• weekly prayer meeting for men 

• weekly prayer meeting for ladies 

• weekly missions prayer meeting 

• weekly class prayer meeting 


• BIBLE AND MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 

Since there is a great need for Biblical emphasis and missionary 
expansion, the school has introduced this annual conference which 
usually lasts three or four days. Bible expositors and missionaries from 
the homeland and abroad serve the school and its friends. Teachers 
and students take an active part in the conference. This annual 
conference has stimulated and strengthened the interest in God’s 
Word and in the cause of missions, it has challenged believers to 
put forth greater effort for the cause of the Lord. 
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• ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 

Besides taking a keen interest in the welfare of the school, the 
Alumni sponsors a summer and winter rally. 







• Students Standards 

All students are expected to maintain a high standard of Christian 
conduct as is becoming of Christian men and women. Questionable 
amusements, card playing, dancing, theatres of any kind, use of 
tobacco and intoxicants are prohibited. The students are further ex¬ 
pected to submit to spiritual admonition, exhortation and correction. 
The school reserves the right to dismiss any student who will not 
conform to the spiritual and ethical standards of Christian conduct 
as accepted by the school. 

• Practical Work 

A supervised practical work program is an integral part of train¬ 
ing offered by the Winkler Bible School. The students are urged to 
engage in some form of Christian activity during their training period. 
The activities are the following: visitation in the hospitals and in the 
homes for the aged, personal work, Sunday School teaching, house 
visitation in homes of the poor and the sick, programs in school 
districts, mission station and churches. 

• Gratis Work 

Students are required to give some of their time to the school 
for gratis work. This arrangement fosters the spirit of co-operation 
and sacrificial service, making diversion possible and helps to reduce 
the operating cost of the school. This type of work has been carried 
on by the students for many years and has worked out satisfactorily. 

• Publication of the School 

Every year the students, under the supervision of the faculty, 
produce a yearbook, which gives a general review of all activities and 
life of the school. Frequently news or reports of the school are pub¬ 
lished in the M.B. Herald and local papers. 

• Student Organization 

A Student Council is elected from the student body. It consists 
of a staff advisor, president, secretary-treasurer, class presidents and 
the chairmen of the following committees: 

• Christian Service 

• Music 

• Literary 

• Recreational and Social 

Members of the above committees are elected at the beginning 
of the school year. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


• WHAT TO BRING 

For your rooms you will need a pillow, quilts or blankets, all 
bed linen, bed spreads, (if staying in boys’ dormitory) curtains and 
other personal equipment that you may desire. Chairs, tables, bed¬ 
steads and mattresses are supplied in the dormitories. Special arrange¬ 
ments must be made in private homes.

• DRESS 

Bible School students should dress with becoming modesty at 
all times. Simple serviceable clothing is desirable. At all public 
meetings representing the school, students should dress becomingly; 
ladies are expected to appear in three-quarter or full-length sleeves. 


• THE LIBRARY 


The Winkler Bible School has more than 1,600 volumes in its 
library. The importance of research work is recognized, and therefore 
the school is concerned about the continual increase of the number 
of books on the various subjects which are taught in this institution.

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FINANCIAL INFORMATION 


The Winkler Bible School is supported by the Mennonite Breth¬ 
ren Churches of Manitoba. Tuition fees, room and board are kept 
at a minimum in order to make it possible for worthy students to 
attend. Student fees only cover partially the actual expense of operat¬ 
ing the school. The remainder of the expenses are subsidized by the 
Manitoba Mennonite Brethren Conference. 

The School Year is divided into two semesters of 14 weeks each.

• METHOD OF PAYMENT 

Tuition must be paid in advance for each semester. Board and 
room to be paid one month in advance, unless special arrangements 
have been made with the treasurer. 
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ACADEMIC INFORMATION 

• APPLICATION PROCEDURES 

Each applicant must fill out the official application form, a copy 
of which can be found at the back of this catalogue. Included must 
be: (1) a recent identification photograph of the applicant; (2) an 
official transcript from the student’s high school; (3) a personal letter 
stating your personal relationship to Christ, your participation in 
Christian Service to date and your purpose in coming to the Winkler 
Bible School. 

Applicants may consider themselves accepted upon receipt of 
official notice from the School. 

• ADMISSION OF STUDENTS 

The school accepts students of approved Christian character. 

Credit will be given for Bible courses completed successfully at 
other recognized schools. It is essential that students who desire trans¬ 
fer or credits from other Bible Schools send us an official transcript of 
their credits when making application. 

Students who have a complete Junior or Senior matriculation (a 
complete Grade XI — Manitoba, or the equivalent) are eligible to 
take the courses of the second year program. Students who do not 
qualify for the Second Year entrance requirements and who desire to 
take the Second Year Program must write entrance tests. Students who 
successfully pass these tests and who give evidence of ability will be 
given special consideration. 

• GRADUATION OF STUDENTS 

Upon completion of the prescribed courses a student is eligible 
to receive the Winkler Bible School Diploma. Students who expect to 
graduate, must give evidence of Christian character and soundness of 
doctrine. Students who do not pass the prescribed examinations are 
not eligible for the Winkler Bible School Diploma but will receive a 
Certificate of Attendance. 

• REQUIREMENTS OF THE EVANGELICAL TEACHER 
TRAINING ASSOCIATION 

As of 1965, the Evangelical Teacher Training Association requires 
that only those students who have complete Senior Matriculation and 
who have completed the requirements of the prescribed courses of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association are eligible for the E.T.T.A. 
Teacher Diploma. Students who do not meet with the above re¬ 
quirements and who have completed the requirements of the courses 
of the Evangelical Teacher Training Association are eligible to receive 
the Advanced Teacher Certificate of the Association. 
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• REGISTRATION 

All students are expected to register on the regularly scheduled 
days or periods so designated. 


• CLASS ATTENDANCE 

The Winkler Bible School recognizes the value of regular class 
attendance and therefore seeks to keep the number of absences at a 
minimum. Absences will be classified either as excused or unexcused. 

Class sessions are 45-50 minutes in length and assignments are 
designated to require approximately 60 minutes of preparation for each 
class session. 


• EXAMINATIONS 

There will be examinations in all subjects at the end of the semes¬ 
ter. Mid-term examinations are given at the discretion of the teacher. 
Reports of the results of both the first and second semester will be 
given to the student and parents. 


• SEMESTER WORK 

All class assignments should be handed in one time. Where read¬ 
ing assignments, essays and reports form part of the requirements 
of the course, they are taken into account in establishing the final 
grade. All semester work must be completed before the final examina¬ 
tions are written.

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DESCRIPTION OF COURSES 

We believe in a Bible-centred curriculum with the major emphasis 
on Bible and Doctrine, including as well a number of essential subjects 
related to the Word and its ministry. 

The first year introduces the student to all the fields of instruction. 
In the second and third years the student may major in the field of his 
choice: Bible, Christian Education, Music. 

BIBLE 

113-114 Bible Synthesis 

This course is designed to give the student an insight into the 
general contents of each book of the Bible, as well as its relation 
to other books of the Bible. 

115 Philippian,s, Philemon 

This is an analytical study of Philippians and Philemon 

210 Poetical Books — A study of the Psalms and Job. 

211 Old Testament Bible 

This course includes the study of the Pentateuch, Joshua, Judges 
and Ruth and is designed to give the student a proper background 
for further intensive studies. The outstanding important incidents 
which occurred in the history of mankind and which manifest 
God’s dealing with man are considered. 

212 Historical Books 

This study is designed to acquaint the student with the Kings of 
Judah and Israel, the social and religious conditions of the times. 

213-214 Life of Christ 

A study of the historic events in the life of Christ based on the 
harmony of the Gospels. 

215 Acts 

The origin, nature and growth of the Christian Church and the 
doctrines and missionary activities of Peter and Paul as well as 
their associate workers are carefully studied in this course. 

216 I & 11 Thessalonians, Ephesians 

An analytical study is made of these epistles. 

218 Major Prophets 

This is a study of the prophets Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekiel, their 
times and in particular their Messianic prophecies. 

310-311 General Epistles 

An exegetical study is made of I and II Peter; I, II and III John, 
James and Jude. 

312 Poetical Books 

Many practical applications to daily life may be gleaned from this 
study of the Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and Song of Solomon. 

313 Romans 

An exegetical study of the great doctrines of Law and Grace, Sin, 
Justification and the Christian life is stressed in this course. 
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314 


Hebrews 

This is a detailed study of the book of Hebrews. It is viewed in 
the light of the Old Testament in its relation to the Book of 
Leviticus. 

315 Pastoral Epistles 

An analytical study of I and II Timothy and Titus. In this course 
special emphasis is placed cn the minister and his ministry. 

316 Minor Prophets 

A study of the times and messages of the Prophets. Emphasis is 
placed on the development of the prophetic ministry of the Old 
Testament. 

317 I and II Corinthians 

In this course the problems of the Church are viewed in the light 
of these Epistles. 

318 Daniel, Revelation 

An understanding of the Book of Daniel is essential in order to 
appreciate the whole prophetic message of the Bible. 

Revelation — an analysis of the Apocalypse enables the student 
to understand and appreciate more fully the coming events of the 
future. 


THEOLOGY 
221-222 Doctrine 

The doctrine of God, of Christ, of the Holy Spirit, of Man, of 
Salvation, of the Church, the Scriptures, Angels, Satan, and Last 
Things are included in this basic course. 

321 Cults 

This study equips the student to recognize teachings which are 
contrary to the Bible and enables him to withstand those who 
propagate false teachings. 


HISTORY 
131 Geography 

This course offers a practical study of Bible lands in the light of 
the events of the Bible. 

231-232 Church History 

This study is designed to furnish the student with a general 
knowledge of the outstanding events, men and movements in the 
life of the Christian Church from the time of Christ to the present 
day. 

234 Bible Geography and Customs 

The geography, topography, climate, habits, customs and usages of 
Bible lands and people are studied. The student is made familiar 
with events, places and characteristics of the countries which 
provide the scenes of Biblical history. 
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236 


General Biblical Introduction 

The origin, language, composition, inspiration, canonicity, genuine¬ 
ness and history of the original text of the Bible is studied. A 
survey is made of the history of ancient manuscripts and versions 
as well as modern Bible translations. 

331 History of Evangelism 

A study of the great Revivals of the entire Christian Era. Emphasis 
is placed on the principles and methods of Evangelism. 

332 Mennonite History 

A course which deals with the origin and the development of the 
Mennonite movement. A special study is made of the doctrines and 
practices of various branches which are distinctive in character. 

333-334 History of Missions 

A study of the rise and development of Christian Missions from 
the Apostolic times to the present day. 


PRACTICAL THEOLOGY 
142 Personal Work 

Students memorize familiar passages of scripture and other verses 
which will help them in their own personal Christian life and in 
being a witness for Christ. 

241 M.B. History and Missions 

This course is designed to acquaint the student with the history 
of the M.B. Church and the growth of M.B. missions. 

242 M.B. Polity 

This course seeks to make students knowledgeable and appreciative 
of the M.B. Church, its development and its government. 

341-342 Homiletics 

This study deals with the principles which aid in the proper prepara¬ 
tion and effective delivery of sermons. 

344 Personal Evangelism 

This course provides the student with basic knowledge useful in 
personal soul-winning. 

346 Hermeneutics 

A study of the principles of Biblical interpretation with a view to 
ascertaining the meaning of the Biblical texts. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

251 Psychology 

An introductory course studying human behaviour. 

252 Christian Education of Children 

A study of the characteristics, needs and problems of children 
during the various stages of development from infancy to adoles¬ 
cence is made. A careful study of materials and methods that 
have been found useful in the Christian education of children will 
be made. 
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253 Christian Education of Youth 

A study is made of the characteristics, needs and problems of young 
people. Objectives, organization and methods of Christian educa¬ 
tion of youth are studied with emphasis upon a program of Bible 
Study, evangelism worship, recreation and stewardship which will 
win and hold the adolescent group. 

254 D.V.B.S. and Camp 

A study of the objectives, administration and leadership of D.V.B.S. 
and camp activities. Attention is given to program planning, 
worship, recreation, crafts, and counselling. 

351 Principles of Teaching 

A general survey is made of the principles, aims and methods of 
teaching in Sunday School. 

352 Vocational Guidance 

This course is designed to acquaint and expose the student to the 
various vocations of our present day world. This course also seeks 
to assist the student to relate his vocation to the Great Commission. 

353 History of Christian Education 

This course is a historical survey and evaluation of the most signi¬ 
ficant religious and educational developments and practices of the 
pre-Christian, ancient, medieval and modem periods of history. 
Major theories of religious and secular education of the past and 
present are examined. 

354 Recreational Leadership 

This course presents a survey of the fields of recreation. It en¬ 
deavors to develop a philosophy of recreation and presents resources 
for the organization and administration of such a program, par¬ 
ticularly games suitable for children’s clubs and summer camps. 


MUSIC 

261 Introduction to Music 

A course designed to acquaint the student with the rudiments of 
music, various types of music, instrumental and vocal, as well as 
a brief history of outstanding composers, oratorios and hymns. 
Sample recordings for appreciation will be heard. 

262 Conducting 

Various forms of conducting are studied and students are given 
practice in conducting in class and in congregational singing. 

263 Music Theory 

A course designed to prepare the student for the Toronto grade 
2 examination. If time permits, a study of the basis of harmony 
will be given. 

361 Hymnology 

A historical survey is made of the hymn literature of the Christian 
Church from ancient days to the present day. 
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362 Counterpoint 

A study of a related but independent melody or melodies to a basic 
melody in accordance with the fixed rules of harmony to make a 
descriptive whole — this is the horizontal aspect of music. 

363 Harmony 

A study of the structure of music in terms of the arrangement, 
progression and modulation of chords — this is the vertical aspect 
of music. 


LANGUAGE 

271 English 

A study of composition and rhetoric to aid the student in the correct 
use of the English language. 

272 German 

A study of the German language including Grammar, Composition 
and Poetry. 

273 Public Speaking 

This includes the construction and delivery of short speeches.
